This is the true policy, all must 
admit; as it is invaribiy adopted by all 
incoiporations aud business men in the 
selection of their employes in the transac­ 
tion of business affairs. 
While the prin­ 
ciples involved iu this issue of public pol­ 
icy are of great value to the successful 
administration of our government, as a 
question of great public reform it sinks 
into comparative 
insignificance when 
considered with the corrupt election ap­ 
pliances wffiich are threatening to an 
alarming ex tent the undermining of the 
foundation upon which our republic rests. 
The safety of our institutions; the perpet­ 
uity of our government, depends almost 
wholly up *n the “ purity of our elections.” 
If the people are the sovereigns, and the 
ex pression of their will can come only 
through the ballot box , then it must be 
manifest to all that the elective franchise 
must be fortified and protected by the ex ­ 
ercise of every principle ot honor, justice 
and fairness. 
Every citizen who is qual­ 
ified by law to cast a vote at an election 
should be permitted to go to the polls and 
offer bis vote without molestation, with­ 
out bribes or intimidation; without any 
undue personal influences to warp his 
honest judgment; aud it shoukl be thus 
deposited into the ballot box and from 
thence at an appointed time receive its 
proper count. 
And wherever this course 
is diveited, the better substance of sov­ 
ereignty is wasted, the will thwarted, the 
system outraged, a crime is committed. 
And he, whomever it may be, that steps 
between the voter and the receptacle of 
his vote, with a bribe or any undue influ- 
ewce to control the ex ercise of that func­ 
tion, is a criminal. 
And whenever a com­ 
munity looks on such acts with compla 
cency, without entering its protests aganst 
such destructive and corrupt practices in 
whatever form they may appear, they are 
Virtually fostering an evil that in time 
may assume such proportions as to be­ 
come so powerful as to be beyond their 
contiol. 
We must not use all our mental 
foice, and rise up in pretentious dignity 
to condemn the South in their open vio­ 
lations of law in holding their elections, 
when we ourselves are drifdng info ruts j 
that are as ruinous and disastrous to the , 
body politic. 
An ex piession of some of 
these thoughts are induced from the 
casual observations of ac sma de so prom­ 
inent in our recent municipal election. 
Our little city of Dix on is divided int.* 
mr wards, each a voting precinct, with 
The polls cen'r.By loca ’e i, so convenient 
to all that no citizen has to w alk at furth* 
erest but a few blocks to cast his vote. 
Notwithstanding this fact a score or more 
of carriages and wagons were being driv­ 
en pell ihell through every street and all 
parts of our city for the purpose of ga th­ 
ering up our citizens; unduly importun­ 
ing them to vote for some particular can 
didate, with evidence of biibery and po* 
itical skullduggery rampant upon our 
streets. 
The legislature of the State of 
low'a has just enacted a law that goes to 
the very bottom for the era dica tion of 
these dangerous evils that surround our 
elections. 
Let us do what we can to pro­ 
duce a public sentiment in our own State 
that will briug about an ena ctment of 
some good and imperative J aw that will 
puiify our elections and protect every 
citizen in easting his vote. 
Let us ban­ 
ish political bribery, whether it comes in 
the shape of pledges of appointments, 
money, whisky, cigars, or in any of the 
characteristic forms in which corruption 
creeps under covering, to disguise its poi­ 
sonous and slimy coils from our view.

on the Bui iington & Northoi n was made a 
fact W<nlnes<lay at 10 a. in. All the b rother 
hood men walked out and left the road in tho 
lurch. 
The strike was a “sympathy- affair 
to help the “Q” men b y disab ling the North 
crn from taking freight from the “O ’ How 
it may result for t he strikers is prob lornaldeal 
There was very little freight going when the 
strike occurred, and the railway officials 
were confident that they could go right, ahead 
On the other hand the men were equally eon 
fldent that the tie-up was successful. This 
confidence was not fortified b y later develop 
ments, for all the passenger trains went out 
oil time Wednesday 
afternoon, and the 
management claimed that they would have 
no troub le. 
Nevertheless they have only 
twenty two engineers, while the regular num- 
lx*r is se venty. 
The road is handling no 
freight. 
All the interest in the Burlington strike 
centered Wednesday night around McCoy’s 
hotel. There the memb ers of the grievance 
committee of the Northwestern road were 
gathering for the purpose of considering the 
desirab ility of ticing up the Chicago & North 
western for its action in handling freight 
passed over the Burlington, Up to 7 o'clock 
all the memb ers of the committee had not ar 
l ived, and it was considered doub tful wheth 
or a meeting would Ix* held 
Ik fore Thursday 
morning. Meanwhile reports were coming 
into hood quart* .*s that the grievance commit­ 
tees of the Hf, I'aid, Wisconsin Central and 
other roads w* re in session on their respect­ 
ive divisions. 
The Northwestern men postponed their 
meeting for the day at 10 p.m . The deh 
gates say t he y have no grievance against the 
road on their own account, hut charge it w ith 
carrying “( / ’ freight and passengers, and 
the}’ say this would justify a strike. 
In this 
however. Chief A rthur does not coincide, 
J. J. O'Brien, who i- directly associated 
with him in the present troub le, and who is 
chairman of the pre s committee, said late 
Wednesday night: “There is no imminent 
danger of a general strike on all the roads, for 
the reason that neither Mr. A rthur nor those 
associated with him feed like jwiralyzing the 
o great a territory* * * * To

THE NEW CHINESE TREATY.

"Washington 
City March 8.—The new 
Chines*» treaty will l>e signed within a few 
days b y Secretary Bayard and tho Chinese 
minister.

no r dispo sitio n to teach y o ung men the 
secrets o f tin, ir business. 
Even if they 
had, the rules o f the vario us unio ns limit 
the number o f apprentices, and an ap- 
prenticednp is abo ut as lmrd to o btain as 
á sclfo laivhíp in the arm y o r naval sch o o l 
o f the go vernment. 
The establishment 
o f trade scho o ls is, therefo re, a practical 
educatio nal mo vement that meets with 
enco uragement fro m the asso ciatio ns o f 
master wo rk men in the vario us trades. 
These scho o ls, if they do no t turn o ut 
tho ro ughly sk illed wo rk men, do furnish 
y o ung n u n with a gro und wo rk which, 
with 
practical 
exjierience, will 
very 
quick ly co nvert them ifito sk illed artisans. 
This fact is sho wn by the experience 
o f the hundreds o f y o ung men, l>e- 
tween 17 and. 21 y ears o f age, who 
have 
laid 
the 
fo undatio n 
o f 
their 
k no wledge o f their trades in New Yo rk 
trade scho o ls during the past six y ears. 
The instructo rs there are sk illed wo rk men, 
and the perso nal attentio n by them to 
each individual student results in the 
very rapid acquirement by the scho lar o f 
the necessary rudiments o f his trade. 
In 
a busy wo rk sho p such perso nal and co n­ 
stant attentio n and the immediate co r­ 
rectio n o f false metho ds o r erro rs o f 
judgm ent are no t po ssible. 
It is no 
wo nder, then, thut y o ung men seek ing 
to learn a trade mak e such very rapid 
and seemingly pheno menal pro gress as 
they do at the New Yo rk trade scho o ls. 
Their faults are co rrected immediately o n 
bedng made, and they are taught ho w to 
co rrect and avo id them .—New Yo rk 
Times.
